Taylor deliberately

D. "Smith, in 
cold 
blood, 
at Ft. 
Bowio last Saturday 
night. 
This was

by tho following card,

"Zack Taylor 
murdered 
J.

Touches on Many Other Mat 
ters of Gi cat Importance 
To the Congress 
of Iho United 
States: 
As a repiosentativo of tho 
peoplo in the legislative branch 
of 
their government you havo 
assem 
bled at a time 
when 
tho strength 
nnd excellence of our free 
consti- 
tution and tho fitness of 
our 
citi 
zciis to enjoy popular 
rule 
havo 
been again maif'usted. 
A 
political 
contest involving momentous 
con 
sequences; 
naught 
with feveiish 
apprehension 
and 
incrcassing 
ag- 
gressiveness and passion, has 
been 
waged 
throughout 
our 
land and 
determined bv

decrease of a 
free and independent suffrago with- 
out tho disturbance
